X RATING OF MINES TO THE POOR.—No. I. 
Sirn,—Every right-minded person, capable of forming an. unbiassed 
opinion, and sufficiently free from toadyism for its independent support, 
will see in your great efforts for the development and settlement of this 


yexed question, as exhibited in the articles of your last and former Jour- 
nals, a carefully considered and well digested argument on the whole sub- 
ject, worthy the best acknowledgements of those, who, in common with 
myself, are interested in its speedy and comprehensive adjustment. 

‘An impartial thinker will readily concede, that the proper principle to 
adopt in taxing a district for the relief of its poor is that which produces 
the largest amount of revenue to meet the necessary disbursements, with 
the least possible injury to any individual class unable to bear the pressure, 
especially where such class already contributes to this revenue a large por- 
tion of its substance. There are three courses to pursue, three modes 
whereby to derive the means required, and in two of them any attempt to 
fix the impost would not only be highly unjust, but grossly oppressive, 
and calculated to affect the present and prospective prosperity of mining 
enterprise. ‘Those two are the mining adventurer and the mining labourer, 
for if the rating to the poor be chargeable to the mine, either the class which 
furnishes the funds for carrying out the operations, or the recipient, who 
works them, must be the sufferer, and there is no one bold enough to tell 
me that either the labourer underground can afford, in addition to the 
niting of his humble cottage, to pay this fresh impost; or the adventurer 
who, being rated once or twice, can stand a third attack, when it is with 
the utmost difficulty he finds the funds to promote the mine, and thus in- 
directly strengthen the revenue, by supporting the labourers, who other- 
wise would become burthensome on the relief treasury. If, by such a sui- 
cidal plan of aiding the poor rate, the Legislature should decide on placing 
this incubus on mining adventures, it will quickly have to call some addi- 
tional and fresh sources to the rescue, for the veosilt would be the closing of 
mines; the ultimatum, the crowding of workhouses by distressed labourers. 

Well, Sir, this does not solve the question, Where are the funds to come 
from? I answer, if you must rate the mines, if these struggling elements 
for the existence of those employed (and many are nothing more) must 
give their quota, let it be assessed upon the ores raised—viz., upon the 
royalty which is drawn from the ores by the lord of the dues, Who 80 
able to pay it, who so willing to do it, who in his position would not do 
it? seeing that without either mental or bodily labour, or even drawing 
upon his capital, he puts a princely fortune into his pocket, on which, of 
course, he ought not only not object to support the poor in the capacity 
of lord, but come forward at once and end the matter, by stating his de- 
sire 80 to assist. This would be the aim of a man wishful of benefiting 
his fellow-man, and sure [ am there are many such to be found, who will 
use every possible energy in responding themselves, and cause others vo- 
luntarily to follow their example. 

I will not now encroach further upon your space, but, in the name of 
common honesty, thank you for the manner in which you have opened 

this question, and join you in strengthening the invitation held out to all 
to take part in this discussion, for whose solution your columns are un- 
locked; and earnestly do I solicit the attention (if they value what is right) 
of mining Members of Parliament, mining brokers, mining merchants, 
mining pursers, mining captains, and mining labourers to this matter, and 
ask their aid to resist a measure fraught with disastrous results to mining 
industry ; without the tax is placed upon the right shoulders, and those 
most fitting to bear it.

OBERHARZ ROTATING anv otnzr MECHANICAL BUDDLES. 
Sin,—The science and practice of manipulating and preparing ores for 
the market at the cheapest cost, is a subject of much importance in mining, 
and may very properly claim some notice in your Journal, From the time 


when the learned Agricola published his De Re Metallica, in 1621, to the 
present period, no radical fore has been effected in most of the dressing 
machinery employed, and few appliances have been added, if the crushing 
mill and round buddle be excepted. The latter machine was but a short 
time since introduced by the Messrs, Taylor at one of their mines, in 
Wales, from whence it was immediately carried to Cornwall, and the in- 
vention is now employed in every mining district throughout the globe. 
The Germans, to whom our forefathers were indebted for many of the 
principles of mining, are in turn under obligations to us; but, true to 
their mental instinct, they seek to refine and turn the character of our 
ideas, their object being to make the practical equal the theoretical result, 
regardless in a great measure of timeand expense. The Oberharz rotating 
buddle, noticed by Mr. J. R. Eddy in your last Journal, is an exemplifi- 
cation of the refinement of an English idea, since its object is to separate 
the maximum quantity of ore from slimes at one operation. I fear that 
it would be impossible to make its modus operandi intelligible without re- 
ference to a drawing, but its principle may, nevertheless, be somewhat un- 
derstood by a brief description. he radical idea of the Oberharz buddle 
# derived from the common round buddle, but the bed is converted into 
4 rotative table, 
peat of the cone, and is further diluted by a separate stream of water. 
The ore Ne ay around the centre, and at the circle, where it begins to

it would then have a central hole about 7 fet diameter, which forms the 
surface of a catch pit. In this pit the wate from the buddle might be 
allowed to accumulate, or pass off to other tuddles if desirable. 

This buddle affords the greatest amount o' surface for the lodgement of 
separated ore, whilst by passing the slimy “flow” over a decreasing area 
both its volume and speed is increased, therely tending to separate a much 
larger quantity of refuse stuff than is done aipresent. With a proper in- 
clination of the bed, and a careful adjustmeit of the details, it might be 
advantageously employed in treating stannifrous ores, and be of great im- 
portance in separating copper and lead ores. 

From the large amount of separating surface, a great quantity of orey 
stuff may be dressed ina very short time; aid since the buddle is equally 
as simple in its construction as the common circular buddle, and quite as 
inexpensive to work, it follows that the stuf must be dressed at a much 
cheaper rate perton. It is not intended to dirive any profit from the plan, 
other than for any professional service whici might be required, and it is, 
therefore, open to the free use of all miners 

A new and very ingenious flat buddle has recently been erected at the 
Lisburne Mines, in Cardiganshire, for sepaating blende and waste from 
lead ore. It is the contrivance of the agmts, and its description very 
properly belongs to them. It washes 40 tors of crushed stuff per day of 
10 hours, yielding 12 tons of best and 4 tonsof seconds ore.

THE CORNISH PUMPING-ENGINE, inp Mr. W. FAIRBAIRN. 
Siz,—In your last Journal, you annoume a new construction of the 
Cornish pumping-engine, by Mr. Fairbaim, of Manchester, with side 
levers, working on each side of the cylinder,all fixed on a platform, about 
the level of the ground, instead of the becm overhead, and consequent 
heavy lever wall and engine-house. The srrangement is not novel: we 
have three in this county, and two in Fifeshire. The first was drawn out 
from my specifications, and its making superintended by Mr. Sims, of 
Redruth, at the works of Messrs. Sandys, Carne, and Vivian, Cornwall, in 
1853 ; it had an 80-inch cylinder, and 11 feet stroke. Other three, with 
60-inch cylinders and 9-feet stroke, were designed by me, and made at 
the Leith Engine- Works—one in 1844, ancther in 1846, and the third in 
1847. The fifth was made by Messrs, Ha!bthorn and Co., of Leith, for 
the Duke of Buccleuch, I think in 1849. They are all at work, except 
one, which is being shifted to another shaft. The saving of building was 
considerable, and the stability of the machinery very superior to the old 
beam-engine; but I have abandoned it also, since 1851, for a much cheaper 
form—the direct-action form, with a long stroke—which I see you have 
alluded to in your last Journal.

QUARTZ MINING IN CALIFORNIA—ENGLISH COMPANIES. 


Sre,—After perusing your Journal of Nov, 17 last, and commenting on matters in- 
cident to its columns, we cannot help expressing surprise at the little attention paid 
to the gold mining interests of this State and of Australia, after such an enormous 
outlay has been incurred; and where, from our certain knowledge, there never did 
exist in modern times chances equal to the present for the production of precious 
metals. It is not our intention, however, in speaking of this subject, to revert to the 
period of the organisation of said companies, any more than to remark that it was at 
a time when the developing of mineral grounds for gold was at an age which no de- 
fined system of mining could have reference to; and had this been properly considered, 
instead of sending to this country or Australia a staff of officers and men to commence 
mining as we would in developing a copper vein, Gold Mining would wear a different 
aspect in the English share market. 

An ordinary individual, we might imagine, would, on embarking in a speculation 
that he was not thoroughly conversant with, have bought experience by cautiously 
feeling his way, instead of madly rushing into expenditure for the mere sake of point- 
ing out that he is a smart mau, or that it is actually necessary to expend because his 
employers provide ; and if we are surprised, it is to find that the committee of gen- 
tlemen who sat on the seemingly complicated affairs of the Colonial Gold Mining 
Company, should, after such remarks as those contained in your Journal alluded to 
that “* the committee cannot refrain from expressing their surprise that, when gold 
of the value of upwards of 12,000,000/. has been annually raised in Australia, and 
large fortunes made by parties using th: rudest materials and the most primitive 
means, 60 smal! a portion should have fallen to the share of this company, supposed 
to possess all the facilities which money can purchase for insuring success ;”* it is be- 
eanse they have not heard, what hundreds of ple of both countries have seen, of a 
system of management so utterly devoid of all principle but that of reckless expendi- 
ture; that it was a misfortune rather than a benefit that the Colonial and Agua Fria 
proprietary had such an immense capital at command ; or that, instead of sending out 
agents, one or more of the projectors had not taken the trouble to inspect the pro- 
perty. We cannot refrain, however, from stating that considerable expense must 
evidently occur in all matters so novel to the public as gold mining was in 1851 and 
1852; and take the liberty, Mr. Editor, of speaking of these things as we have ob- 
served them, for the benefit of those who feel interested in legitimate mining, know- 
ing that there are a great many capitalists indisposed, after such a fearful loss, to give 
up the idea of entirely losing what at one time they considered a lucrative investment ; 
and to state our unbiassed opinion that it is even possible yet to effect what the com- 
pany desired at the of pr dings in this State. 

We have forwarded you the Grass Valley Telegraph, in which you will find several 
articles relative to quartz mining, its present and future prospects ; aad we do not 
hesitate averring that, with the present price of labour, and the reduction of gold ores 
by a process of calcination similar to the existing method in our tin mines in Corn- 
wall, sulphuretted ores of a ccrtain value will be rendered doubly so. 

In the North Carolina Gold and Copper Mines, at this place, we have had quartz 
ores, in which not the smallest particle of gold could be detected by the eye, assayed, 
and it yielded §27 to the ton of rock; and the tailings or refuse, a combination of yel- 
low sulphate of copper, mixed with iron, produced $37, It is our intention, therefore, 
to stamp the rock in the usual way, and save, in the cleaning, that portion which 
nothing but a process of calcination will enable us to effect. We have peculiar ad- 
vantages for erecting such works ; and on the working of a powerful steam stam; 
of 24 heads, that we have in course of erection, and which will be completed in a few 
days, we will then commence our calciner. Our vein averages 2 feet in width, under- 
laying about 134 foot in the fathom, and will produce ores probably from $30 to $100 
per ton on the average, though we have had ores stamped at the Gold Hill Quartz 
Mill of the value of $400 per ton; but these are rich spots, and cannot be calculated 
on with certainty. We can raise rock for 83 per ton, and allow Cornish labourers to 
earn $4 per diem; and the mill being in immediate approximation to the vein, no 
expense is incurred in carriage; but, for the more effectual prosperity of the com- 
pany with whom we are connected, we shall not forget to impress on their minds the 
necessity for prospecting and securing other veins of promise, of which numbers 
exist in ae | neighbourhood, and of which a judicious selection cannot fail in become 
ing a benefit. 

We presume the Grass Valley district, on which Gold Hill Mill is located, is actually 
the best yet discovered, and it does not refiect any great credit on the officers of that 
company that, with such chances of securing other doubly valuable veins to their own 
in the immediate locality, they have allowed such opportunities to slip through their 
hands, and have been content to crush the ores instead, 

The existing laws of this State, in this district, enables a man to hold by location a 
square of 100 feet, and as many claims as he can purchase of 100 feet. On a quartz 
vein, it extends to the dips and angles of said vein; and provided he does an amount 
of labour equal to $100 in the year, he can for ever hold it. A company, therefore, 
like the Agua Fria, might by location or purchase have secured one-half the veins in 
the district, and thus have insured to themselves certain wealth ; and unless a party 
avail of such advantages, they will find themselves, in this and a great many other 
respects, far behiud the class of people by whom they are surrounded, 

We have ventured to address these few remarks more particularly for the conside- 
ration of the existing holders in the Agua Fria Company, and beg to suggest that, 
with such a situation as their property commands, and the real value of their effective 
mill, they should have no other idea than that of pushing on the works.

Srr,—It is now some three years since I purchased shares in the West Granada 
Company: when I made this mistake the gold mania had had ita day, the Californian 
and Australian companies had fallen from their high estate of premiums to discounts 
of various degrees. They were founded, it was said, on reports made by persons who 
knew nothing of gold mining ; were taken up by parties who looked to the Stock 
Exchange for gold returns. Their ill success was anticipated by all capable of form- 
ing an opinion, &c.; but the West Granada and Veraguas Gold and Silver Mining 
Company was a very different matter. It had been inspected by a Mr. Champion, 
who had for some time managed the mine of the St. John del Rey Company, in Bra« 
zil; and asthatcompany paid dividends of 27. semi-annually, of course, the said Mr. 
Champion’s favourable report of any cther gold mine should be sufficient warrant 
of its great value,—so my friend, a very active little mover of the springs which 
ushered the West Granada into existence, assured me. I believed him, and bought 
West Granada shares in 1853 ; we are now in 1856, and what have we seen? The 
entire capital of the West Granada spent; the Fort Bowen, built upon its ruins at 5s. 
per share, reduced to issue debentures in 1854, and other debentures in 1856 ; and 
what, after three years’ working of this fabulously rich mine, do we receive? Aiter 
some 50,0007. expended on the mine, in addition to its costs, we are getting 250 ozs. 
per month (the best returns they have produced), worth about 450/., the expenses of 
the starved concern being something more. Weare told the drought is a reason for 
the produce not being greater ; there was not water for thestamps! Now, Mr. Cham- 
pion distinctly states, in his report, that there is abundance of water power. It is 
quite clear that a company which has given for a mine, and spent on its working, 
more than 150,000/,, can never pay by the produce of six heads of stamps; and it ie 
equally clear that there is not sufficient water on the mine to work these six heads, 
nor to wash off the sand produced by them ; for the heads are moved by the far more 
ex ive power of steam. Where, then, is Mr. Champion’s abundant water power ? 
‘he company is about to purchase a steam boat—at least, so it was given out at 
the last meeting I attended, when Mr. Tate, the chairman, said that a steamer was 
necessary, as the conveyance of the mails cost 20/. per month, the transport of pro« 
visions much more, and that such steamer would pay well by passengers. How does 
this agree with Mr Champion’s statement, that 150/. per annum would cover all ex« 
penses of communication between the mines and Colon! The company would be in- 
sane to run a steamer merely to save 150/. per annum for their expresses and gold 
remittances, Another important point in Mr. Champion’s report, which does not 
tally with our experience, is that goods can be easily discharged at Escribanos, Now, 
we know thatthe machinery sent out more than a year ago, went as far as the an= 
chorage at Escribanos, and was then brought back to London, where it now lies. 

This gentleman sent home samples of the ore taken, as he said, without selection, 
from various parts of the lode: some of them gave 11, 9, 8, and 4 ozs.; the average 
of the whole being about 5 ounces to the ton. Three years have elapsed since these 
samples were taken; the stamps have been sometime at work, and nothing like this 
result has been obtained—not one-fifth of it even. Is it because the lode is now 
mined, and available machinery erected (his own words), that the ore is so much 
poorer? How Mr. Champion was reimbursed for his inspection of the Fort Bowen 
Mine, or who paid him for his visit to Central America, I know not. Probably, ac- 
cording to the custom of the times, he was principally paid in shares, and so long as 
he held them had a very high opinion of the mine. It is quite evident that the re- 
sult of the company’s works has not proved the truth of his anticipations. 

It may, and probably will, be said that I have chosen an unhappy moment to cavil 
at the report of this gentleman, when the shares have risen within a few weeks 
100 per cent. in value. This is quite satisfactory to those who purchased at 2s. 6d. ; 
but I bought into the original West Granada at a premium, and paid 5s. per share 
on the constitution of the Fort Bowen, my investment standing in more than 35s. 
per share’; and now I learn that the foundation I had relied upon for the success of 
the company’s operations—viz., its abundant water power (without which no 
mine in that part of the world, where fuel is so costly, will pay)—has melted away. 
They have not water at all times for the streaks of six paltry heads. 

I do not desire to throw odium upon the Fort Bowen Company, its poonetem, di. 
rectors, inspector, nor the mines at work; but I think I have a right, as @ share- 
holder, who bought originally into the concern on the faith of Mr. Champi .n’s report, 
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nor liberal payment for his report, blinded his judgment, when he recommended the |

FAULTS IN MINING AFFAIRS—FOREIGN SCHEMES. 


Srx,— Your valuable Journal, week after week, teems with accounts of mismanage- | 
ment of mining affairs, at home and abroad, and frequently-your convincing articles 
therein expose this system of misdoing, or more properly I may call it, dishonesty. | 
A number of managers, reporters on mines, promoters, solicitors, and directors, some | 
of high standing and others not so, are found to be capable of dressing up almost 
anything (which they term “ a valuable mining property ’’), in such a way as to draw 
from the public large sums of money, which they call, by courtesy only, the capital 
of the company. Matters progress, and a short time is found to be sufficient ere the 
important and thrilling announcement is made to the ished shareholders that 
there is no cash at the bankers ; operations at the mines are suspended, time runs on, 
no meetings are called, and on application at the offices you meet with a rude rebuff 
instead of information. To ask for a sight of the accounts is quite enough to induce 
the official to talk of sending for a policeman to remove you, and ultimately, when a 
meeting is called, after some three or four years, how different is the result and in- 
formation when compared with the prospectus which ushered into life the scheme, 
which has proved a ** mockery, a delu-ion, and a snare.” Such, Sir, are the general 
features of ** Faults in Mining Affairs,” to which, however, may be added a long list 
of other misdoings, the substance of which I will reserve for another letter, in con- 
tinuation of this. I may add that 25 years’ experience of such sad doings in the mining 











world makes me think that the mining atmosphere is miasmatic throughout. Now, 
Sir, let us turn our attention ‘or a t to an antidote for this poi attempt 


on Mining life; and I am sure that vou will agree with me in giving some attention 
to the one which I recommend ; it is a brief one, but specific :—Do not put any fur- 
ther confidence in the same parties, or give the least countenance to any new scheme 
emanating from them, or like parties. 1 hear that already, taking advantage of peace, 
these worthies have new schemes on the tapis. With what confidence can the public | 
take a single share in their undertakings, after the experience bought! Others have 
engaged parties to examine foreign mine properties, instructing them that their re- | 
ports must be favourable, however untrue. I begin to think that we need a detective 
+ such doings, and a law for public panishment.—Apri/ 16, E. E. 


AUCTION SALES OF MINING SHARES. 


Sir,— Your friend “‘ Ops " being for the present silent, I hope you can find a corner 
in your valuable Journal for a brief gossip on this subject. At the time when several 
mining brokers started the system of public sales of shares, | confess to being one 
whose opiuions were directly in opposition to it, and simply because the sales were, in 
the origin, almost wholly of a fictitious character, got up either to puff shares into 
notice oy false biddings, or to depress them by an apparent sale considerably under 
their value, and thus frighten holders into a sale in the market, based upon the as- 
sumed business done at the auction. Time, however, which changes all things, has 
worked a reform in this matter, and the party who is now left to represent the ano- 
maly of a mining broker and auctioneer combined bas by degrees been brought to see 
that to conduct a business legitimately is necessary only to success, of which the 
public sale of yesterday, at (@arraway’s Coffee-house, may be adduced as proof, nearly 
4000/1, worth of mining shares having been, as 1 am credibly informed, bona fide sold, 
and such only bought in as had reserved prices placed upon them—a very inconsider- 
able portion of the catalogue. 

My advice to the auctioneer in question is to persevere in a course which may tend 
to inspire still further confidence in the character of those sales, and to bring their 
results to a level with the market. This can be done only by the rejection of all but 
bona fide business, and what that is in its reality and integrity it would be super- 
fluous to point out toa practical man. To understand the cause of the failure of any 
new project is to be able to re-model it successfully ; and, in conclusion, I may be 
excused if I consider it pertinent to the subject of auction sales to allude to the pre- 
sent dilapidated condition of the attempts to estabiish Mining Exchanges and Sub- 
scription Rooms, chiefly because neither the bona fides, nor the desire for it, enters 
into the ideas or convenience of the majority of those who compose their present 
members.— City Club, April 13. -—— Hammer. 


WEST CORNWALL RAILWAY. 


ow believe the fact is generally known, that extravagance in the appropriation 
of the company’s money is associated with nearly every railway inthe kingdom. The 
reason is this—the money expended is not the property of the spenders. The ex- 
travagance and blunders practised would not be perpetrated by individuals deeply 
interested inthe result. Directors have, it is true, sbares in the railways under their 
direction ; but their interest, compared with the whole, isso very small, that they never 
act with that regard to economy which would be evinced if the property were their 
own. If the same disregard to economy characterised our mining expenditure, there 
is scarcely a mine in Cornwall that would pay a dividend. In most cases the com- 
panies would be bankrupt. 

That late extraordinary individual, Mr. J. T. Treffry, constructed, amongst other 
works, a railway from Par to Newquay—at least in part—and, upon enquiry, it would 
be found that the construction cost less than any company’s line in England, for this 
simple reason—it was hisown. His ability was so manifest, that the Cornwall Rail- 
way Company appointed him their chairman ; and, if he had lived, no doubt the 
works on that railway would have been executed at a much less expense, 

The West Cornwall Railway (for the construction of which we are much indebted to 
Mr. Darke, of Penzance, as he was the instrument of raising the capital) has no sucb 
able chairman or director. The director« are gentlemen who know how to manage 
their own affairs, which afford them but little time for attention to the affairs of the 
railway. The consequence is, that much money has been expended in waste. Theen- 

ineer, Mr. Brunel, issaid to have been paid upwards of 10,000/. for plans and sections 
fore a turf was cut, for a railway 25 miles long! How the direciors could sanction 
such an item is, to me, mysterious, and seems to indicate a want of jadgment as to 
what is reasonable. The directors very injudiciously put up a station near Angar- 
rack, about 14, mile from Hayle station, which they have recently removed. They 
also put the Cnacewater station in the wrong place, according to the opinion of the 
people who use the line. They also constructed works at Hayle for making coke, 
which they have now given ap; the company, of course, paying for the experiment. 

The mismanagement of the company’s affairs became so evident to the company, 
that a committee of investigation has been appointed, who will probably report to the 
next half-yearly general meeting, or to a previous special general meeting. One good, 
paid reponsible manager would be better than 100 directors, who divide the respon- 
sibility betweem them, and shift it off their shoulders to one another, if any wrong 
is charged against them. ‘I would have done otherwise,” says one, ‘* but the rest 
were opposed to me, and hence theevil of which you complain.” So noone will bear 
the blame of any of the many errors committed. My share in the railway is so smal! 
that I am not seriously affected by their mistakes, but, no doubt, many shareholders 
are so.—St. Austell, April 15. SHAREHOLDER.

Agreeably with the request of my colleagues of the committee of management, I 
visited the mine on March 24, accompanied by Capt. Godden, of Boringdon Consols, who 
minutely inspected the mine as far a3 he eould then do; owing, however, to the scarcity 
of surface water the wheel was unable to drain the 25 fm. level, which was the most im- 
portant point.

and from the conversations I have had with him and other competent persons, I am of 
opinien that the property is of great value, and ouglit to be worked with full vigour and 
a liberal expenditure.

Free Suares 1n Mines.—The opicit of enterprise, for which England 
stands pre-eminent, in its development in mining pursuits, has met with serious re. 
sistance or impediments in the grasping selfishness of those jwho are more immedi- 
ately concerned in bringing the mines into the market. In olden times, when, io 
mining affairs, if not in all affairs, men were less addicted to trickery and fraud thay 
in modern times, such a thing as a charge for coming into a mine as an adventurer, 
except on payment of costs, was probably unknown. ‘They then took a license from 
the landowner, or bounds owner, divided the mine into 8, 16, 32, or 64 parts, all the 
adventurers coming in on equal terms, In modern times, however, the case is mate- 
rially altered, as to many mines set to work in Cornwall and Devon—the lessee or 
licensee, who merely take up the grant, charging the adventurers from 500/, to 5000/, 
for the same, and receiving that amount in cash for it, or else a considerable number of 
paid-up, or free, shares, Those who consent to such enormous and preposterous con- 
ditions of purchase are non-residents, who know not where to get pe for their capi 
tal, until they are shown to them in the shape of mining prospectuses, &c., and who, 
from their little knowledge of Cornish mining, do not perceive the iniquity of the 
claim for goodwill! Such gentlemen are numerous in London, Liverpool, Manches 
ter, Leeds, Birmingham, &c. In Cornwall the practice is discountenanced ; no price 
being paid for a mine, if purely speculative, unless it presents some particularly good 
symptoms of a productive character. Nearly all the mines bought at a high figure 
are suspended with a loss to the purchasers. I do not know a rich mine in Cornwall 
for which a purchase money was paid. Wheal Buller, Wheal Basset, North Basset, 
South Frances, West t, Wheal Seton, West Seton, Rosewarne United, and, in 
fact, all the rich mines in the county, cost nothing to the original shareholders be- 
yond the actual expenditure of the working. Much of the non-success is attributable 
to the absorption of capital in purchase moneys and free shares. This evi! will never 
cease until what are called the out, or distant, adventurers become ¢o fully sensible 
of the iniquity of the practice, as to discountenance it for ever. Where minerals of 
ascertained value, whether copper, tin, lead, silver, or what else, are discovered, sous 
to give the concern the nature of a property, the case is different. No one can rea- 
sonably object to the sale of property on fair terms. But a purely speculative mise 
is no property, and, therefore, should not be sold; although men will sell any thing 
for which a purchaser cap be found. There are a few persons, however, whose con- 
duct stands in bold relief in contrast with the mine sellers, who come fairly before 
the world and say, in effect, ‘‘ We bring under your notice a speculation which pre 
sents good indications of success ; if you are inc'ined to a us in exploring the lode, 
we willenter upon the work on an equal footing; we charge nothing for giving you 
permission to join us, but your proportion of the costs incurred, and to be incurred:

Quartz Minine 1n Catirornia.—The question has been often asked 
why, when industrial enterprise has succeeded in Australia and California, that all 
companies, who it might be supposed would have better and more extended appliances, 
have been such lamentable failures. Out of the great number of associations formed 
in the years 1851-52, but only about four are now existing, and these are not ina 
flourishing condition. We direct the attention of our readers to a communication we 
have received from Messrs, J. and I. Eudey, which appears in another column; and 
it will be seen that their experience fully bears out the opinions so often expressed 
in the Mining Journal, that quartz crushing would pay, provided the superintendents, 
and those connected with the management, were competent to the task they under- 
took. There is no disguising the fact that at the period of the gold mining mania 
but little was known of the methods of manipulating gold-bearing quartz, and share- 
holders had not only to pay for teaching the agents by dear-bought experience, but 
likewise a crowd of inventors with useless machines of all kinds, which are con- 
signed to that oblivion they so well merit, these being succeeded by the repudiated 
stamps, which are now in general use. At Grass Valley, on the Pennsylvania lead, 
a new mill is being erected, which will cost about $25,000; the ore, delivered on the 
platform, is at the rate of from 81 to $2 per ton, and is anticipated to yield $15. A 
mill has been erected by five practical men in Brewn’s Valley, which has only cost 
880,000 ; they have six stamps, and are said to be in a thrivingcondition. The Gold 
Hill mill, which was constructed at the period when labour and materials were ex- 
pensive, can reduce 300 tons per week, the average yield of.ore being $25 per ton. 
In 1853, the cost of labour was 897 tor 24 hours, against $70 in the present year. The 
different mills in the neighbourhood of Grass Valley raise about 990 tons weekly, 
which will give a produce of $4750. When we calculate that since the discovery of 
gold in Californiathere has been raised the amount of $450,000,000, it must be patent 
to all that the constitution of our gold companies has been formed on erroneous prin- 
ciples. In nearly every instance we find incompetent directors, superintendents un- 
fitted for the calling in which they were placed, a lavish expenditure of money, and 
no results. To those interested in gold quartz mining, the suggestions thrown out 
by the Messrs. Eudey are of great value, and had men of their practical knowledge 
directed operations in California some years since, we should not have had to recount 
so many lamentable disasters and miserable and wretched failares as have occurred. 
In fact, with but one or two solitary exceptions, gold mining, as eonducted by Eng- 
lish companies, has been mainly characterised by mismanagement at home and in- 
competence abroad, and rendered us a bye word and reproach to the more practical 
Americans. There can be no question but that quartz mining will pay, but it must 
be governed by other principles than those propounded by London directors, and 
carried out by the staff they in their absolute wisdom select. 


Qvartz Rock Mininc Company.—The aspect of affairs, as now con- 
ducted in California, appears to be improving under the management of a new board 
of directors, who have resolved to test the enterprise; and this is said to be the only 
company, save one other, which has a prospect of an issue to be realised by perse- 
verence. In the character of the directors recently appointed some confidence may 
be placed—to them the creditors of the late British Mutual Company look for payment 
for their claims, so long in abeyance. Those claims were settled by covenant of the 
first board, Aldermen Kelly, Farncombe, and Carter, who exacted a deed of release 
from Lord Erskine and Mr. Hardinge, and at the same time allotted to them, by mi- 
nute of the board (Feb., 1852), 1500 shares. Those shares were at the time above par, 
and have since been quoted as high as 1 prem.; yet, although a settlement has been 
often demanded, the shares have been to this day withheld.

The WaLten Gotp Minino Company held an adjourned meeting on 
Thursday, for the purpose of devising some means of raising additional 
capital for relieving the adventure from existing liabilities, and to provide 
sufficient funds for prosecuting the undertaking with vigour. It appears 
that the shares aro held in a very few hands, Mr. Torrens, who presided, 
representing no less than 20,000. Mr. Hupson, who has visited the mines, 
gave @ very interesting account of them, and assured the meeting it was 
a most promising adventure; and in confirmation of his remarks he in- 
formed the shareholders present that he was determined it should not be 
abandoned, as in the event of the sharcholders neglecting to come forward 
to support it, he (Mr. Hupson), with the assistance of a few friends, would 
purchase it from the sheriff for whatever price it might fetch under such 
a disadvantageous sale.

6d. each, to be allotted pro rata 
amongst the existing proprietors ; and if they wish to fairly test their pro- 
perty they must at once rally round the committee, otherwise there ap- 
any to be no alternative but a forced sale, by which the whole must be 
ost to the present shareholders. Mr. Hupson and Mr. Torrens have 
both been indefatigable in their exertions to raise money by other means, 
but failed ; it, therefore, now only remains for the shareholders to von: 
sider the course they will adopt, and in the event of their neglecting to 
come forward they must not blame those who may think proper to risk 
further capital in the prosecution of the adventure. 





We alluded last week to the process of the Miners’ Erecrro-Cuemica 
Repuction Company, as compared with the existing system of smelting. 
We resume the subject, to point out other and most important features 
which the former has over the latter, especially the prevention of all ob- 
noxious vapours passing into the air, and their conversion into articles of 
commerce and value. The expulsion of the sulphur is a matter of neces- 
sity, under every treatment of copper ore for the production of the metal, 
and to the smelter it is one of continual cost, quite apart from the capital 
which has becn absorbed in the necessary expensive plant. The consump- 
tion of coal, moreover, is enormous under the existing system, and if 
200,000 tons of copper ore be smelted at Swansea annually, the coal used 
must be about 400,000 tons, which, at 5s. ond ton, amounts to an annual 
expenditure on this head of 100,000/. This is wholly saved by the pa- 
tented process of the Miners’ Reduction Company, and the sulphur and 
arsenic, moreover, are saved, the former being converted into sulphuric 
acid. The calcination of the ore produces, in fact, the sulphuric acid into 
which the ore is subsequently thrown, and where the ore is of high per 
centage for sulphur there is a great excess of sulphuric acid created over 
and above the quantity required in the operation, and this necessarily be- 
comes a source of revenue, 

The attention of smelters has been drawn to this subject over and over 
again, but they have invariably repudiated any change, preferring, it would 
seem, to pay large sums of money annually for damage done to land and 
animals by the emission of these noxious eee. Most modern writers 
on subjects connected with chemical mineralogy have dwelt on the ques- 
tion, There is a very valuable work now in course of publication, termed 
Theoretical, Practical, and Analytical Chemistry, by Dr. Surrman Mus- 
Patt, which makes special allusion to the point. The author is no mean 
or ordinary authority in such affairs; and it is, indved, a pity that his ad- 
vice has not been heeded by those so deeply interested. He says :— 

The smelters are to blame, however, for having during a series of years permitted 
*0 much valuable material not only to go waste, but to injure their agricultural neigh- 

urs. Averaging the cost of sulphur at 7/. per ton, the loss which they have sus- 
tained in this article alone is not less than 120,000/, a year ; but if converted into 
vitriol, the amount which it would annually return would swell to 455,000/. sterling, 
4 sum which would reward enterprise with a princely fortune in a few years. Some 
outlay would be required to take advantage of this source of wealth, but still the work 
's so feasible that no insuperable difficulty stands in the way of the enlightened ca- 
pitalist who might devote his energies to this beneficial object. 

As evidence of the frightful nature of the different matters which are 
Permitted to pass into the air by the smelters, and the consequent boon 
which the process now being brought to bear will be to all resident in the 
Vicinity of reduction works, it is interesting to quote further from Dr. 

USPRATT’s new work :— 

The matters which are evolved from the calcining furnace (says Dr. Muspratr) 
may be set down as consisting of the vapours of water, sulphurous acid, sulphuric 
acid, arsenious acid, and arsenical vapours, All these are the result of the combus- 
tion of the fuel and other matters of the ore under operation. The water arises 
from the oxidation of the hydrogen of the coal, as well as the expulsion of the

Setting aside for the moment the great advantage which the patent pro-

Tu1srL¥ton) as the reason for calling the meeting, more especially as some 
of the arguments wore so much against common sense, that the parties 
putting them forward defeated themselves. One specimen may be suffi- 
cient: it was urged that Mr. Bayiy was not the right party to hold the 
situation of purser, because he held one-third of the mine, notwithstanding 
it was conceded that he never sold a single share from the commencement 
of the company’s operations, and had frequently come forward to assist 
the mine, and save the shares of defaulters from being forfeited. 

Mr. Moscror next indulged in a very lengthened attack upon Captain 
Co.Lom ; the principal charge being that he had deccived them in the 
anticipated time of reaching the lode, representing that he expected to do 
so daily, when it took several months; and next, that the quantity of ore 
fell short both in weight and value, and also that errors had been com- 
mitted in the drivings, Now, if a captain could always depend upon the 
exact point where he would find the lode, and the quantity and richness 
of ore to be obtained, mining, instead of being a speculation, would in every 
instance prove one of the most valuable investments that capitalists could 
embark in. Mr. Moscror concluded with a series of resolutions, pro- 
posing to sweep off all parties hitherto engaged on the mines, and even 
rescind resolutions passed at a meeting held upwards of two years since, 

Mr. Bay y, in a lengthened address, answered the charges ser/atim, con- 
tending that his interest was too large to suffer any improper management, 
and pointing out that the mines had been opened in a proper and miner- 
like manner, and only required a little more patience and capital to tho- 
roughly develop them, and make them become permanent and dividend- 
paying mines. Mr. Bay.y supported his opinion by reading several ex- 
tracts from the reports of eminent mining captains who had inspected the 
property. After a long discussion, the resolutions proposed as regarded 
the Calstock Mine were negatived, and those relating to Okel Tor alto- 
gether withdrawn. It may be satisfactory to remark, that some of the 
parties opposed to the present management admitted that the mines ex- 
hibited most promising appearances. 

In conclusion, there has recently happened so many misfortunes to 
shareholders through mere party feeling, or shifting about the seat of ma- 
nagement, that it is to be hoped it will prove a warning in this case. Much 
evil would be avoided by adventurers calmly considering, freely and in- 
dependently, the motives for an alteration, and the practical experience of 
those partics with whom their property is entrusted, and whether they in- 
dorse their confidence asto probable success by firmly holding their shares 
in the undertaking.

Avni 17.—There is still much stagnation in the mining market, and 
comparatively few transactions have taken place during the past week. 
The business done has been principally in the most promising mines of a 
progressive character. Though Wheal Basset is looking well, shares have 
declined to about 380/.; Wheal Buller from 5707. to 580/. Wheal Seton 
two-monthly account was held last Monday, when a dividend of 3/. per 
share was declared, anda balance of upwards of 1000/. carried to the next 
account, East Pool has been attracting attention as a mine that is likely 
to come well inte the Dividend List; the last dividend was 2/. 10s, per 
128th share. This mine sold nearly 14,0007. worth of ore last year, and 
the improvements since that time have been such, that there have been 
many enquiries for shares, which, however, are very firmly held, and have 
rapidly risen from 250/. to 290/. and 3007, 

Amongst mines that are likely to come again into the Dividend List, are 
South Tolgus and West Caradon. South Tolgus is looking well, particu- 
larly in the shaft, where the lode is stated to be worth 70/. per fathom, 
but shares remain at about 135/. West Caradon has been sold at 1457., 
with an upward tendency, in consequence of the improved prospects of 
the mine, which is now recovering from the effects of the accident that 
caused suspension of dividends for the last eight months.

But a few weeks ago plate mills were 
ma 4 cat tak department of the trade wus very slack, but it has re- 
cently received a wonderful impetus, and makers of sheets and plates are 
now very well supplied with orders. There are also very general en- 
quiries for rails, a proof that the railway companies at length feel com- 
pelled to come into the market to effect purchases, which are believed to 
have long been needed, but which they have put off to the latest possible 
moment. For some time the make of rails in South Staffordshire has 
been very small, the makers in South Wales being able to produce them 
at a lower figure; and the extent to which enquiries are now making for 
them here proves that a very large supply of that article is required. The 
works which are not fully supplied with orders for bars take rails at @ 
somewhat lower rate. 2 

All accounts from America concur in representing the produce of the 
interior as being accumulated to an enormous extent, awaiting the open- 
ing of the rivers. In spite ‘of this, however, a fair supply of orders is 
being received from that side the Atlantic, which may reasonably be ex- 
pected to increase considerably as the season advances. 

The only drawback to the activity manifested by the trade, and the 
favourable prospects for the future, is the high rate of discounts, which, 
it is hoped, will shortly experience a reduction. ‘ 

A report is circulated of a contract for the delivery of a very large 
quantity of rails at Cronstadt having been entered into by an eminent 
Welsh house with the Russian Government before the war commenced, 
conditional on its fulfilment not being prevented by the breaking out of 
hostilities, The time fixed was, it is said, four years, and it is thought 
that the Russian Government will insist upon the contract being carried 
out, as the time is unexpired, and the price named is much lower than 
the present rate. . é 

No change is apparent in the coal trade, but large supplies are being 
raised, and prices will probably fall, unless the iron-works require an 
increased supply. A at! 

The general hardware trades of this town and the district manifest no 
very great improvement at present, but there is a general impression that 
a greater degree of uctivity will shortly be felt. : 

A report of Mr. Wallis, master of the Birmingham School of Design, 
on the exhibition of the manufactures of Birmingham and its vicinity, at 
the recent Industrial Exhibition in the French capital, has been published 
in the columns of a Birmingham paper. While regretting that the hard- 
ware productions of this neighbourhood were very inadequately repre- 
sented, Mr. Wallis considers that, so far as our manufacturers were — 
sented, we maintained our character in excellence of workmanship, utility, 
and strength; and many instances are named in which a great improve- 
ment appeared, in an artistic point of view. The enamelled ware of 
Messrs. Clark, of this town, and Messrs. Kenrick, of West Bromwich, is 
stated to be superior to anything of a similar character shown, while the 
ordinary tinned ware was quite unequalled. The saddlery of Walsall 
was by no means well represented, and its metallic mountings generally 
exhibited a want of taste, but the workmanship and general finish was 
excellent. The deficiency alluded to in the want of good ornament for 
the metallic mountings of harness has been felt at Walsall, and an effort 
was some time ago made to establish a School of Practical Art in that 
town, but it appears to have been suspended for the present, from what 
cause has not been stated.

The enquirics for iron for shipment to all quarters of the globe have now 
become great, and a feeling of confidence in the maintenance of present 
prices, if not of an early advance, is becoming general. Scotch pigs are 
advancing, under the stimulus of increased shipments, and from the strikes 
of workmen in the coal districts of Scotland. Good Derbyshire brands of 
pig-iron continue to command high prices, whilst the works of the Cleve- 
land district sell from 10s. to 12s. 6d. per ton lower.

It is believed that, if 
the measure be carried, the dues on mines in Cornwall will no longer be 
generally 1-15th or 1-18th, as at present, but that the lords will in future 
demand 1-12th or 1-14th, when they know they will have to pay rates, 
and that the measure will thus have the effect of imposing a very serious 
check upon mining enterprise. On the other hand, the advocates of the 
bill say that the bargaining for mining setts, like any commercial trans- 
action, is governed by free-trade principles; but when there is a great de- 
mand for setts, companies will give large dues; and when there is little 
demand, the lord who asks large dues will be unable to lease his setts. 
There is, however, a fallacy in this argument which would soon be dis- 
covered in practice. The lessors of mining setts are generally landed gen- 
tlemen, and men of property. In the letting of their estates, it will be 
granted that the free-trade principle of demand and supply is the govern- 
ing one, and that, if tenants are scarce, and there is no competition, they 
will let at lower rents than when tenants are numerous, and competition 
great: they will do so, because upon the letting of their estates depend 
their yearly income and their subsistence. 

But it is not the same in the case of mining setts. What these landed 
gentlemen gain thereby may be considered a surplusage beyond the in- 
comes yielded by their farming property. They are not so much pressed 
to obtain an income from mining setts, because they do not depend upon 
that source of income for their subsistence; they will, therefore, retain 
the setts in their possession until the applicants for them come to their 
terms. In the matter of mining dues, custom and fashion have consider- 
able weight. In Cornwall, it is the custom to grant generally at 1-15th 
or 1-18th; in Wales it is the custom to grant on much less favourable 
terms. When the lords are subjected to rates on their dues, it will, in all 
probability, become the custom with them in Cornwall to demand 1-12th 
where they now look for only 1-15th, and so on proportionately.
